Tie Crops. 

With but few exceptions beré and there, the 
rains since the first of July have been generat 
throughout the Southern and Western country, 
and the papers of each weck bring us cheering 
accounts of thé prospects for a good crop. The 
Corn crop will be pretty good; while in most 
sections it isthought that the Cotton fields Will 
produce at least two thirds of the average yield. 
The Charlotte Whig says that Gen, John A. 
Young, of that place, ‘‘ who has been on an ex- 
tensive tour in the West and South West, has 
just returned, and brings with him a favorable 
report of the state of the Crops, in ‘those parts 
where the crops hate not been toofar advanced 
tobe benefited by the rains which have fallen 
since the first ‘of July. But this, he says, was 
unfortunately the cage in Georgia and South 
Caroliua, their crops havi ing nearly . matured 
under the parchiog drought of the early part 
of the season.”
